Reds Take More Towns; 
Denikine Army Periled 


LONDON, Jan. 1.—A-soviet wireless 
message from Moscow today flashed 
New Year's greetings to the world. 
The message says: 

“Jn 1920 we shall attain victorious 
end of civil war. Siberia, the Ukraine, 
the Don region, and the Caucasus de-‘ 
sire soviets. There also will be soviets 
at Berlin, Washington, Paris, and Lon- 
don. Soviet authority will be supreme 
throughout*the world.” 


— 


LONDON, Jan. 1.—The capture of 
Yekaterinoslav, on the southern Rus- 
sian front, and Novomoskovsk, fifteen 
miles northeast of Yekaterinoslay, is 
announced in a oneness official state- 
ment today. 

The Reds also are fighting fiercely 
for. possession of Tcherkassy, on the 
Dnieper, — Ave miles southeast of 
Kieff. 

They hove occupied east of 
Tomsk, on the Siberian front, the state- 
ment adds. 

Reds Capture 2,000. 

Another bolshevik communication is- 
sued late today says: 

“Phe enemy was lied from the 
town of Cherkassy. He advanced to a 
line ten versts southwest of Yekateri- 
noslav. In the direction of Taganrog 
we occupied Ilovayskoye and a series 
of villages to the east. 


“On the Trinka and Meus rivers|{ 


our cavalry captured 2,000 prisoners, 


We have reached a line on the Ka- 
menka river forty versts southwest of 
Lugansk.” 

Denikine in Bad Straits. 

The position of Gen. Denikine, the 
anti-bolshevik leader in south Russia, 
daily is becoming more critical. Re- 
ports received by the war office show 


virtually the whole of his 600 mile 
front; and that the bolshevist drive 
against his center, with the purpose 
of cutting his army in two, has brought 
about a critical situation. 

The boishevik advance guards have 
reached the Donetz coal basin and are 
less than 100 miles from the coast. 
This basin represents the richest min- 
eral section of Russia; and its acquisi- 
tion by the Reds would. be of inesti- 
mable value to therm. 

Further east the Reds are tnpeiit- 
ing the left flank of the Caucasus army. 
The bolsheviki evidently have succeed- 
ed in brilliantly concentrating over- 
whelming forces against Denikine’s 
somewhat thinly held center and are 
exploiting their aevantag to the full- 
est degree. 

Another threatening situation exists 
in Trans-Caspia, where the bolsheviki

This 
makes the menace along the Persian 
and Afghan borders critical.

MARTIAL LAW AT IRKUTSK | 


IRKUTSK, Dec. 28.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.]—Delayed.—Irkutsk is in 
a state of siege. Martial law was de- 
clared following an uprising of social 
revolutionary troops Dec. 24, during 
which they captured the railway sta- 
tion but were unable to take the city 
from the Kojchak forces. Order is 
being preserved by the Czecho-Slovak 
troops. The Americans in Irkutsk are 
safe and will be evacuated to Verkhne- 
Udinsk, 160 miles east of Irkutsk. 

Admiral Kolchak is said to be at 
Achinsk, 220 miles east of Tomsk.

#6:~ gigantic conspiracy has been 
formed throughout the United States 
to overthrow the United States gov- 
ernment. Headquarters of many of 
the Red organizations in this con- 
spiracy are located in Chicago. 

“ Among the conspirators are. found 
chiefly aliens who have resided in 
this country from several months to 
many years. 


“The conspirators proposed to es- 
tablish in this country a soviet form 
of government, patterned after the 
present form-of government in Russia. 
They proposed to seize the industries, 
the business, and the natural resogrces 
of the country by direct action, which 
means ‘action taken through their or- 
ganization by force’ in total disregard 
of law. They propose they shall rule 
politically and industrially and that 
‘rule of the proletariat ’ be established.

ARMY TO 100,000 
HITS LAW, ORDER

LONDON, Jan. 1.—Though there is 


a recrudescence of Germany’s military 
powér in the immediate future, British 
officers in a position to know the true 
state of affairs see several elements in 
the situation that need careful watch- 
ing. 

Germany’s armed forces are esti- 
mated by the British war office to total 
close to a million men. These are di- 
vided inte the regular army of 400,000; 
the lanf forces of the regular navy, 
12,000; the armed constabulary, 40,000 
to 50,000; the temporary volunteers or 
regular army reserves, 150,000 to 200.- 
000; civic guards, 300,000 to 400,000. 

Under the peace treaty the regulars 
must be cut to 100,000 and in that com- 
petent military observers sev the first 
real weakness in the future situation. 

The provision, they declare, is too 
stringent and may have a boomerang 
effect on the allies. Germany is a large 
country and needs a certain military 
force as police and if it is denied the 
right to maintain an adequate one it 
will be forced to find a substitute. Some 
British officers are inclined to consider 
this particular clause in the peace 
treaty another of the blun- 
ders.

._The election which returned the 
present government to power was the 
victory election. All sorts and condi- 
tions of men were swept into parlia- 
ment on the wave of popular excite- 
ment which succeeded the victorious 
ending of the war. 
Surprise to Lloyd George. 

The result .was a surprise even to 
Lioyd George himself. He expected a 
large majority, but I doubt if he ex- 
pected anything like the overwhelm- 
ing majority he obtained. He started 
the session with 525 members of his 
coalition party against 108 opposition 
members made up of “ free liberals,” la- 
bor men, ahd independents. In addi- 
tion tu these there were seventy-three 
Sinn Fein members who refused to at- 
tend pafliament. 

In such conditions it is natural to ex-

How Is .Applied. 
Further information could have been 
extracted’ by the method of suppiemen- 
tary questions, and a debate might 
have been raised. In this parliament 
in cases out of ten wheg incon- 
venient questions were asked the min- 
ister blandly refused to answer on the 
ground that it would be inadvisable in 
present conditions to disclose the in- 
formation required, or referred the 
QUestioner to an answer to a similar 
Question a few months back to the 
same effect. Any protest was prompt- 
ly ruled out of order by the speaker, 
confident in the knowledge that he 
would be supported by an overwhelm- 
ing majority of the house. 

Another. metho@ of raising a debate 
on any question was to move the ad- 
journment of the house. To do so re- 
quires the support of at least forty 
members, and, although the opposition 
Hominally mustered 108 votes, it was 
seldom possible to get forty of them 
‘to support such a motion. The result 
of it all was that the opposition was 
effectiv ely gagged.

Combination Lost 
in Shuffle.

PARIS, Jan. 1—When the French 
government bought all the property of 
the American expeditionary force it 
got a number of safgs installed in the 
paymaster’s offices in the Elysee pal- 
ace and in various other A. E. F. of-, 
fices,

this property to the French they for- | 


got to give the new owners the com- 
binations of the strong boxes, in many 
cases. As result the French 
ernment found a lot of closed and 
locked safes on its hands, and did not 
know how to open them. 


There was long correspondence be- 


tween the French and the American 
liquidatiom® commission. The French 
‘wrote and asked the Americans to tell 
,them the combinations to open the 
‘gafes. .The Americans investigated a 
while, and found, in most cases, that 
the men and officers who knew the 


combinations had long since been sent | 


back to the States and demobilized. 
Efforts were made to trace these 

men, and in’ a few cases they were 

found in various parts of the United 


open., They wanted to sell the big 
steel ‘boxes, but could not do so with. 
out telling the customer now he could 
open them.

safes, thought of a way to get them 
open. He sent out to the Fresnes 
penitentiary and borrowed two expert 
cracksmen, who were doing liong 
stretches. He brought them to Paris, 
where the safes were stored, and prom- 
ised them 100 francs aplece for every 
safe they opened. 

-The cracksmen refused to open the 
safes under supervision, but after their 
guards and M. Vautel and his staff 
withdrawn to the opposite end of the 
big room they went to work. In less 
than five minutes they swung open 
the big steel door of the largest safe, 
and in half an hour had opened five 
others. 

Every time any one approached the 
convicts while they were opening the 
safes they stopped work and refused 
to proceed until the person had with- 
drawn. 

The French authorities requested— 
since the censorship is abolished—that 
the local press publish nothing about 
the affair. as it fears that if it be- 
comes known that all the safes had 
been cracked open by two convicts no 
one will want to buy them.

ORGANIZING ‘THE CONVENTION. 

It is to be hoped the constitutional convention 
will not begin in a bitter factional row over organ- 
ization. 

If it does, the proceedings of the coffvention will 
be eomplicated from the beginning by factors of 
personal and factional resentment and hostility 
which ought not to have any place in the conven- 
tion. A good part of the public will view its delib- 
erations with suspicion and receive its recom- 
‘mendations with less confidence, perhaps, than 
they may deserve. | 

This would be a great pity ani a great injustice 
to the people of the state, who have incurred the 
considerable expense of electing, maintaining, and 
submitting the conclusions of the convention, and 
who have a right to demand that its proceedings 
shall be directed not to personal, factional, or party 


ends, but solely to public spirited deliberation and 


the formulation of the best possible constitution 


for the states 
The voters of the state did their part by assum- 


- ing the expense of the convention and by selecting, 


with discrimination, a body of delegates represent- 
ing a high level of intelligence and character. 


The organization and deliberations of the conven- | 


tion should be on the same plane. We do not see 
any justifiable cause for serious factional or sec- 
tional differences. The principles which ought to 
govern the choice of a presiding officer are clear 
and simple. He should be a man of experience and 
good judgment, one who is able to keep the conven- 
tion functioning effectively as a deliberative body, 
4o direct it away from stalemates and futile de- 
bates, and hold it on the road toward practical 
proposals which the general good sense of the 
voters are likely to approve.

RD ority preference; it ought to be such as the whole 


<nveRtion can in fair mindedness cordially accept. 

So tar as the questidn of whether the presiding 
officer should be a Chicago delegate or one from

' The place given in the curfent opera season to 
‘American work is not what we wish it might be. 
But that is the fault, we hope and believe, of the 
_ Past rather than the present. A much more im- 
portant place cannot now be given native creations 
because doubtless they do not exist. At any: rate 
_ eome recognition has been given, and thus far has 
been fully justified. Mr. Borowski’'s “‘ Boudour” has 
been given creditably, and the production of Mr. 
Carpenter’s ballet drama, “The Birthday of 
infanta,” in the exquisite setting of Mr. Jones, was 
a marked achievement in our operatic history. 
Now follows Mr. De Koven’s opera, “Rip Van 
Winkle,” to be given its premiere tonight. In this 
not even the theme is foreign. An American poet, 
Mr. Mackaye, and an American composer have 
selected one of the oldest and most familiar of our 
folk tales, and, although the singers aré#French, 
we may reasonably expect an intensely American 
accomplishment, 
Certainly all this is at least a good nning,

y American resources of talent and even genius avail- 


able for the operatic stage. How foolish we are 
if we allow foreign. standards and alien interests

We do not urge a narrow provincialism in art. 
In a high and true sense there are no national 
“boundaries in art. But in an equally true and a 
profounder sense there is no vital art that does not 
reveal race or nationality. There has never been 
a great body of artistic achievement that has 
roots deep in the soll of race or nw 
tionality. 

The American issotaidian has been affected by 
meny influences from abroa#. Tnat ts inevitable, 
and even necessary. But an intense spirit of Ameri- 
eanism, using the term broadly, will invigorate our 
creation in the fine arts as certainly as it braces 
our morale in time of public trial. The great 
Trench critic, Viollet de Duc, said that a great art 
must come up through the people, their habits, 
their customs, their daily living; and the American 
artists’ who feel sensitively what we know as 


America, its scenes, its thoughts and dreams, its 


customs and attitudes, its folk lore and history, 


_the whole texture of its life, will create the works 


of art in all forms which will live and be a part of 
the world’s many sided civilization. 

Chicago prides itself, and with reason, on being 
emphatically American in spirit, in spite of its 
polyglot population, and nowhere should the Ameri- 
can spirit in art be given more hospitable recep- 
tion.

OUR SATURNALIA. 

In Washington at one of tha big hotels a New 
Year‘s eve party included a United States senator. 
The party needed more than could be carried on 
the hip. It was brought in barrows or @ van and 
waiters were hired to come with it. That was not 
the only wet United States senator. 

It is a moral congress and it makes our laws, but 
it does not believe in carrying things to extremes— 
in carrying a law to enforcement and to respect for 
law.

BILL; CAN’T BUY 


_Washineton. D. C.. Jan. 1.—President 
Wilson has signed the McNary bill con- 
tinuing the United States sugar equall- 
fation board through 1920. 

It was announced today at the White 
House that his signature had been 
attached before midnight last night, 
Secretary Tumulty saying: “ The pres- 
Went has signed the sugar control bill. 


The bill confers.dtacretion on the presi-. 
dent in the matter of purchasing sugar — 


‘from Cuba. It is doubtful whether it 


be practicable or wise for the presi-| 


ident to exercise the power conferred 
mo far as the purchase and distribu- 
Mion of sugar are concerned.” 

> Some of the Cuban sugar has already 
teen purchased, and there is no cen- 
tral control over sugar in Cuba. as 
there was last year, and it might there- 
fore be impossible for the government

Debussy’s “Pelleas and Melisande” 
took its atmospheric way across the 
Auditorium opera season last night 
and impressed an audience of capacity 
proportions, as it ever impresses. 
Those who like it like it vastly. Those 
who dislike it dislike it much. But 
whether it be liked or disliked, watch- 
ing its presentation can but impress. 
It is musical dusk from commence- 
ment to end, and no one, no matter 
what be his primal mood, can sit con- 
tinuously and long in twilight and not 
become subdued and more or less 
agreeably affected. 

Had Debussy introduced anything of 
fpositivé luminosity into his score he 
would have broken the spell and looséd 
his hold on his listeners. The climax 
of the first scene in the fourth act— 
the outburst of anger against Mell- 


% }sande—and the duet by the fountain in 


the scene that follows, come near to 
giving something vital and clearly out- 
lined, but eVen here the’ music holds 
skillfully within the hazy and the elu- 
sive, and the “ obscurity” which per- 
meates the whole work is net broken. 


It is an unique achievement, this es- 
tablishing and sustaining of crepuscu- 


‘} lar musical mood, and Debussy proved 


himself master and artist in so doing. 
In how far the orchestral score and 
the vocal parts constitute real music 
and effective opera is a question which 
persona! like or dislike will largely de- 


{cide. But the skill and artistry of the 


man who conceived and fashioned them 
are not to be denied. 

The performance was an evenly bal- 
anced and commendable one. It did 
not rise to the inspirational heights 
and possess the finesse and finish that 
certain presentations in the past have 
done, but when the haste in which it 
had been prepared is considered only 
praise is due. :
